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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1,3,8-10,12-16,18, 23-25, 27-31 , 33, 38-40, 42-45, 49-51 , 53-56, 60- 
62, 64-67, 71-74, 77 and 78 are pending. 

2. Applicant has cancelled Claims 2, 4-7, 1 1 , 1 7, 1 9-22, 26, 32, 34-37, 41 , 46-48, 
52, 57-59, 63, 68-70, 75 and 76. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's amendments with arguments, see Page 27, filed 1/14/2009, with 
respect to the rejection of Claims 2, 4, 17, 19, 32 and 34 under 35 U.S.C. 112 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of Claims 2, 4, 17, 19, 32 and 
34 has been withdrawn. 

4. Applicant's arguments, see Pages 27 and 28, filed 1/14/2009, with respect to 
drawing objections have been fully considered and are persuasive. The objection of the 
drawings has been withdrawn. 

5. Applicant's amendments with arguments, see Pages 27 and 27, filed 1/14/2009, 
with respect to the prior art rejection of Claims 1-78 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of Claims 1-78 under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1 , 3, 8-1 0, 1 2-1 6, 1 8, 23-25, 27-31 , 33, 38-40, 42-45, 49-51 , 53-56, 60- 
62, 64-67, 71-74, 77 and 78 are allowed. 
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7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. With respect to independent Claims 1, 16 and 31, and their 
dependent claims, the prior art of record does not disclose "wherein a set-up 
program code associated with each of the objects of the updated object group is 
stored in said terminal storage device, and wherein said mobile terminal in 
executing each of the objects of said updated object group installed in said 
terminal storage device converts each updated object into a program code which 
comprises a form of using each updated object on said mobile terminal, and 
sends to said information processing server a malfunction report representing 
each updated object suffering from said malfunction based on a result of collation 
between said program code and the set-up program code" in combination with 
a server having a plurality of objects, each of which having a unique URL, a 
mobile terminal sending an install request including the URL and object 
necessary for installation, wherein the server refers to an install list and a list of 
unneeded objects which it sends to the mobile terminal along with the selected 
object, wherein the mobile terminal deletes the unneeded objects and sends a 
recovery request to the server, wherein the server forms a list of unneeded 
restoration objects. Examiner finds these independent claims to be novel and 
non-obvious over the prior art of record. 

b. With respect to independent Claims 3, 18 and 33, and their 
dependent claims, the prior art of record does not disclose "wherein a set-up 
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program code associated with each of the objects of the updated object group is 
stored in said terminal storage device, and wherein said mobile terminal in 
executing each of the objects of said updated object group installed in said 
terminal storage device converts each updated object into a program code which 
is a form of using each updated object on said mobile terminal, and sends to said 
information processing server a malfunction report representing each updated 
object suffering from said malfunction based on a result of collation between said 
program code and the set-up program code" in combination with a server 
having a plurality of objects, each of which having a unique URL, a mobile 
terminal sending an install request including the URL and object necessary for 
installation, wherein the server refers to an install list and a list of unneeded 
objects which it sends to the mobile terminal along with the selected object, 
wherein the mobile terminal deletes the unneeded objects and sends a recovery 
request to the server, wherein the server forms a list of unneeded restoration 
objects. Examiner finds these independent claims to be novel and non-obvious 
over the prior art of record.
